I have been wanting to touch base on the school closures issues with you, as many people are asking what the Mayor is 
doing about school closures. 

I've been going to many of the meetings, and below are some questions that have come up in my research, FYI. 

In particular, relevant to the city, impacts on public safety and economic development should be assessed within the 
plan to close 20-30 schools in the next few years.

Thank you for the time to talk and touch base at Santa Fe, I know you are busy, and I am hoping you can help bring more 
clarity to the school closure issues. 

I have been analyzing the process and concerns, and would like to share the following thoughts & ask questions for more 
information: 

• Since the African American population in Oakland is decreasing due to migration and incarceration, and because 
their neighborhoods are the hardest hit by poverty and violence, which deters parents from choosing schools in 
those areas, it seems that a neutral process of choosing which schools to close under the current criteria will 
undoubtedly be inequitable and disproportionately displace and impact African American students. 
Standardized test scores and enrollment also reflect socio-economic status. Low-income African American and 
Latino populations, particularly the lowest-performing students in families with the fewest resources, are now 
affected by 2 or 3 school closures, which may impact academic achievement and school dropout or truancy 
rates in these groups. How is equity, particularly in terms of class and race, considered in analyzing which 
demographics of students and families are impacted by school closures and transition? 

• It seems that the only way to counter the inequity of poverty across the district is to hyper-invest in flatland 
schools, providing more resources to where there are more needs and challenges. Similarly, when considering 
which schools to close, it seems important to maintain and strengthen schools in neighborhoods that most need

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the resources of a full-service community school. Have you or the Superintendent considered these strategies 
in your long-term plan and decision-making about the OUSD portfolio and resource division? 

• Have current OUSD staff studied previous school closure processes to ensure the best possible process for the 
families, students and staff of impacted schools? Can the process be designed better to increase the 
percentage of families who choose to come back to OUSD and transition into another school? I understand 
that the approach is different than before in terms of having a broader strategy rather than dealing school-by- 
school, as I saw under state receivership, and I think that a serious transition process is key, but I am not sure if I 
am seeing substantial differences in terms of how families aren't being engaged in the decision-making 
conversation and how top-down the process is. The closure process I was involved in was spread over about 4 
months, which integrated into a multi-year program improvement process, all of which was deeply flawed in this 
case, but at least the process was tied to a multi-year tiered process and families got multiple meetings to 
discuss the impact rather than just one within the timeline of one month. 

o Were the standards developed collaboratively by the Quality Community School Development Task 
Force used to evaluate which schools would be recommended for closure? I thought that the 
democratic stakeholder process through strategic planning task forces was going to inform how to 
evaluate schools and determine which ones were not being as effective, including student and parent 
desires for their schools. Where did the criteria that the School Board approved in August come from, 
and was it ever vetted through families, students and educators? 

o Were family and student engagement, investment and participation in a school considered in the 
evaluation of which schools would be recommended for closure? Was the Use Your Voice or Youth 
Truth survey data used in school evaluation? Were impacts on the local neighborhood and 
community, including public safety and economic development, factored at all into the decisions or 
process? Are OUSD leaders working in hand with the Mayor, City or Councilmembers to engage the 
dialogue about how neighborhoods and communities are being affected by school closures? 

o With the criteria of looking at what percentage students choose neighborhood schools and what 
percentage of the student population comes from that neighborhood, how are special programs like 
special needs and culturally-relevant education factored into decisions? With specially-focused 
programs that meet needs of populations, of course you will have families coming from all over the city, 
and then neighborhood families may not choose such a specialized school. How do we maintain special 
programs that serve marginalized students, and prevent their displacement? Particularly special needs 
students have been disproportionately impacted by school closures, which hits this population even 
harder. Can special needs programs be protected from displacement as much as possible in future 
processes? 

• What is the long-term plan for targeting the overall 25-30 schools that the Superintendent wants to close? 
Will a handful of schools close each year, through a process similar to this year, until that number is reached? 
Can there be a broader, longer, more meditative process for the community to engage in strategic plans for 
consolidation, transition and closure that will meet the needs of all students and communities? 

• As many School Board members have asked, but which I have not heard the answer to, will displaced families 
be guaranteed one of their top choices? Are there commitments from OUSD to keep class sizes manageable 
for educators and students after school closure and consolidation? How can OUSD help to ensure that charter 
schools are accountable to communities and accept students from their neighborhoods? 

Please let me know if you can share this information to give us a better understanding of the work that you and the 
Superintendent are doing, as I am putting together a report for Assemblymember Swanson right now. 

I know this is a lot questions, so anything you can share briefly will be helpful !

I sincerely hope that you are following all of the negative publicity this debacle is 
creating for Oakland. We need this like we need a hole in the head. 

Had you enforced the law appropriately, as many other cities did, and stopped the 
tents from being erected in the first instance, none of this would have happened. First 
Amendment rights are simply not at issue here. The U.S. Supreme Court case of 
Clark v. Community for Creative Non-Violence conclusively established that camping in 
a public place is not protected speech. 

Clearly, the "eviction notice" is utterly ineffectual in getting these people to leave, and it 
appears their anti-establishment sentiments are only bolstered by their determination 
to defy whatever authority is brought to bear. Without actual enforcement of the 
eviction notice, City officials will have lost whatever credibility they had left. And 
enforcement will necessarily require significant police intervention, which, in turn, will 
result in anger, resentment, arrests, injuries, tort claims, bad publicity, all costing the 
City millions of dollars that we don't have. Again, all of this was completely avoidable. 

While a hailstorm or blizzard may be effective in getting most of the campers to 
leave, this is not predicted in the next couple of days, meaning that actual enforcement 
will be required. The longer you delay, the worse the results will be for Oakland.
